aQd the other in the vicinity of Eam- 
■'■ loops." "This system" icfrs adopted; but 
with this qualilii'ation that, instead of 
erecting two buildings forthwith, it was 
concluded to erect one as an experi- 
ment; and should the experiment prove 
successful, V-ho remaining eight recom- 
- - mended by the Superintendent would fol- 
low OS cironmstances might seem to w ar- 
rant. In so far as that one is concerned , 
there should never have been any question 
at all between CacheCreekandKamloops; 
nor would there have been any but for 
the political intriguing adverted to in a 
former article. As to the reapective mer- 
its of the two places.enough was advanced 
in our article of Friday to satisfy every 
honest enquirer after truth. Blind, un- 
reasoning apologists of the Govornmont, 
wo do not propose to haggle with. Apart 
frbm the claims of Kamloops as a site for 
the experimental boarding school, which 
■ is to decide the momentous question of 
educating the youth oast of the Cascade 
Range, and possibly west of it too, the 
public'willuot lose sight of the extraordi- 
nary and, as we think, disgraceful rir- 
cumstauces connected with the substitu- 
tion of Cache Creek for Kamloops. It 
has been seen that the latter was recom- 
mended in the published report of the 
Superintendent, and the former was not 
BO much as named in eonuoeti(jn with 
this scheme. Whenever it beeanic known 
that only one of the nine boarding-^ehooU 
was to be built this year, and that it was 
to bo an experiment upon the success <1 
which the other eight mnst depend, both 
the Sui)eriiiteHdent and the Board of Ed- 
ucation unhesitatingly indicated Ivain- 
loops as pro.Heiiting the pr.^i.er sito^ 
When Cache Creek camii to bo talked of 
at all, the superior elniins of Kai)iloo))s 
were still more strongly urg.-,d the 
Premier himself, admitting that, of the 
two, it was the better site. The Govern- 
mont decided that it should be at Kam- 
loops; and the Board of Education was 
ollieially notified to that clVeet. Dame 
Rumor" meanwhile was busy about the 
Beoret political wire-pulling in favor of 
Cache Creek, and the (ioverninont was 
understood to hesitate. In seeming por- 
ploKitv, the Government formally asked 
the Board to decide between the two 
pl.^ces; and, as a matter of cour.'o, it de- 
cided in favor of Kunlooi)5. After con- 
liiderable delay, and more "wiring," the 
Board was astounded to receive an oflicial 
notification from the Government of CJacho 
Creek having been selected, and asking it 
to indieate the precise spot. Tiiis the 
Board indignantly refused to do, at the 
same timo expressing its astonishment 
that Cach»! Creek should have boon select- 
ed after what had transpired. Such ."ire 
a few of the facts, and we can well leave 
the public to judge of motives, Ac.

Tlie Modoc War. 

In Tirn Lava Bed, April -.21*1110 pack 
train leaving tho camp for Col. Ma; on's 
camp at the lava bed under escort for Lt. 
Howe and twenty men was attacked yes- 
terday morning about 10 o'clock. Prior 
to this an escort from Mason's camp, com- 
ing "to me«t them, was attacked at the 
iiead'of a long cave. Lt. Li;ary and men 
sought shelter behind thii rock.s and drove 
the Modocs back. When Lt. llowo eanu! 
up they (tho Modocs] attacked them, but 
wox-e again driven back. l;t. lioary lost 
ono mail killed and one wounded. Tho 
trjin.arrived safe. When rocuniing this 
aide of the cave Ho wo was again attacked 
by tlie Modocs who followe d him to camp 
firing on the team. They canii. up to with- 
in ono hundreds yards, "tired at the pickets 
and sent a volloy through camp. Majm- 
Thomas sent a shell into their midst 
which scattered them. Thorn were elo eu 
in the atta(ddng party. Arms were dis- 
tributed to all in.cami) and wi! were 
rpady for them, but they soon lied into tho 
rocks. The Warm Spring Indians will bo 
armed to-day and start to hunt the .'\Iodoes 
out. Thoy are all scattered iu small 
jiarties and will bo di/Hoult to follow. 
The roads to 'i'rcdta aro not safe. Tho 
country is in a groat ferment. 

April 20, -t P. M— Tho cavalry imve le- 
tunied. No .liguK of tho Iiuliau tr.iil. 
They have not left tl le lava bed. 

Dr. (labmiiss hasroturned from the lava 
bed, and reports two squaws captured. 
An old squ.iw wa.s lirought in yesterday, 
and was shown Sconchin's head. She 
said it was his. The head was cut ot1' bu- 
medical use, and when shown to captured 
sipiaws they.said, "Tiiat's Sconchin; he 
was killed by i\Ieachaiu at the massacre." 

The cavalry traveled in all about l iglity 
miles in making tho circuit of tho lava 
bed, but Haw no Indians. The Warm 
Spring Indians will be on tho trail of 
those rambling Modocs who have li.ither- 
ed us to-night. 

Dr. Cabaniss, who was all along the 
lino during the day's fight, .s.ays he lias 
counted 12 warriors slain, and !iow manv 
have been buried no ouo knows. Ho lias 
tho face nnd scalp of Sconchin. 

Modocs wore seen to-day from tho look- 
out signal station. 

Ticknor started with an express to 
Linkville to-day, but saw .Modocs aud had 
to turn back. 

Simpson, of the /i/'o/nilr,/ l.n,,ilo,i 
Press, is reported to havi^ arrived to-day. 

There is much speculation in regard to 
tho Modocs goiing aid from other tribes. 
It is possible that all the triljes :'.\cept the 
Warm Springs sympatlii/.e with Captain 
Jack in his war on the whites, but llu-y 
are satisfied that to aid him means o.k- 
terminatiou.

The Japan 'Mail' of March 22d Ray.g: 
On the 121)1 of ^ilarch, Soyejiina, 
the Japanese ^linister for Foreign Af- 
fairs, left Yeddo in the man-of-war Bi- 
jiu-Kan, accompaniod by the Malhica 
for Cliina. The object of this official 
visit is to make a formal demand for 
tho punishment of the Forino.saiis, 
who, it is reported, killed and ate 
certain Loochooaus -wrecked upon the 
coast of Formosa. 

On the afternoon of tho 2d of December 
last, a severe and ]>rolonged shock of 
earthquake was ejcperienced in the vii-iui- 
ty of the uiouut.ain. At the same time, 
quantities of sand and stone and volumes 
of smoke were ejected from thi crater 
with loud reports, resembling the dis- 
ch»rge». of artillery. Sub-^cquentl v, a 
l(«rg« number of craters— the numboV is 
estimated at twenty — oiienod near the 
summit of the mountain, and ixniderons 
stones wore ojected from them in all di- 
rections. Thero are sulpji^^f minos sit- 
uated on the monnt.iin, and, 'unfortunate- 
ly, when tho eruption occurred, m.inv 
workmen were engaged in them. Four of 
them were killed, and a large nuniljei- 
woro wounded by falling stcnes, etc. The 
eruiition and the earthquake gradually 
subsided. On the 8tli another eruption 
followed, which did considerable damage 
and destroyed the wheat and barley crop.
